Ottawa Citizen: The Hon. John Rob- 
son, Provincial Secretary of the province 
of British Columbia, was waited on on 
Sat in-day evening by a Citizen representa- 
tive, the following being the gist of tho 
conversation: 

Citizen Representative — "1 understand 
this is your native province ?" 

Mr. Robson — "Yea, 1 was born nl 
Perth, and with the exception of cii{lit 
years in Montreal, resided in Ontario till 
lHfi.'J." 

"When did yon go to British Coluni- 

bin ?" 

"Early in 1859, and I have resided 
there over since." 

"You have taken a prominent part in 
the public affairs of that province, have 
you not?" 

"During nearly all the time, I have 
been a member of tho legislature, or the 
press, or both." 

"Has the province made much progress 
since confederation ?" 

"Comparatively so, hut to us on the 
Pacific, Confederation meant little without, 
I be Canadian Paeilie railway. Since the 
completion of that gigantic work its ef- 
fects for good have boon very marked, so 
fat as British Columbia is concerned. 
Withoul t he railway we wore isolated. 
Through it we are in real, practical union 
with tho test of the Dominion and in 
touch with the world. " 

"You have a groat many tourists com- 
ing to your province, have you not !" 

es, very many, and it is gratifying to 
know that, as a rule, they go nw»y favor- 
ably impressed." 

"VVhal is your population now f" 

"The census has not, of course, been 
taken since 1881, but. 1 think the popula- 
tion may safely be estimated at 80,000." 

"Are your mining industries flourish- 
ing?" 

"The coal mining industry is nourish- 
ing. The placer gold mining shows some 
improvement; hut although our quartz 
ledges are believed to he rich, very little 
baa been accomplished in tho way of ac- 
tual development. Capital is tho great 
want, and indeed it is very doubtful 
whether any very extensive quartz min- 
ing will take place in Cariboo, the great 
i|uartz center, until railway communica- 
tion shall have materially reduced the ex- 
pense of working the ledges with which 
that pari of the province is known to 
abound. 1 may state that a quartz ledge 
of great richness is now being worked at 
lilieilliwaot, by Mr. G. 15. Wright." 

"Did not your legislature make an ap- 
propriation last session toward aiding 
quart/ development V 

"Yes; provision was made whereby, un- 
der government guarantee or bonus, aid 
could be given to the extent of $120,000 " 
"Have any parties availed themselves 
of that very liberal provision 1" 

"The Island Mountain company, of 
Cariboo, has como tinder the guarantee 
provision, and is pushing forward the 
work with a prospect, according to the 
latesi accounts, of commencing the reduc- 
tion of m e in the course of a few months. " 

"Are any steps being taken towards es- 
tablishing railway communication with 
Cariboo.'" 

last year the Provincial Govern- 
id a survey made and the re- 
■i a favourable route for a line. 
Three routes were explored. The most 
favourable in every respect, would tap the 
Canadian Paeilie Railway near Ashcroft, 
ami would reach liarkerville in 288 miles, 
and at cost of seven and a half millions. 
Such a road would undoubtedly do very 
much inwards opening up a large extent 
of valuable country, and tit the same time 
promote immense quartz development, 
while it could not fail to prove a valuable 
feeder to the great national road," 

"Is it proposed to build this road as a 
provincial wot k ?" 

"Not altogether. The province is not 
in a position to undertake so large a work 
alone; but we hope lo obtain substantial 
federal aid, as the road would prove of 
great federal , as well as provincial, ad- 
vantage. British Columbia has been, not 
inaptly, called a 'sua ot mountains;' but 
in the trough of the 'seas' lie great tim- 
ber and agricultural resources, while 
on the crest of the waves are to be found 
unbounded stores of the precious metals. 
Taxpayers in the old provinces ate accus- 
I'.iucd to talk about what British Colum- 
bia cost the Dominion; but let the Federal 
Government only aid in opening up our 
stores of latent wealth, and it will soon 
be found that the Pacitic province is the 
richest and most profitable member of the 
Confederation. Even already its exces- 
sive contribution to the Federal treasury 
in the form of customs duties would more 
than pay tho interest on till that has been 
expended upon it. " 

"Is the Cariboo railway the only one 
the province has in viewf" 

"No; there is the extension of the 
Ksquinialt A: Nanainio railway to the head 
of Vancouver island

ATTEMPTED BOBBERY. 

A Chinaman Endeavors to Bob the City Post- 
office by Entering Through the stump 
Wicket— Caught in the Act. 

On Sunday, about noon, a most .hiring 
attempt was made by a child of the Flow- 
ery Kingdom to rob the postoftice, He 
obtained an entrance through the wicket 
which is used for selling stamps. The 
fellow was armed with a crow-bar, which 
ho inserted between the small doors, pry- 
ing them open. This done he crawled 
through the aperture and found himself 
within easy reach of the cash drawer and 
stamp box. He was destined to bo dis- 
appointed. It seems that ,1. McRoborts, 
the watchman, who is always at his post, 
was in his room at the time and bearing 
the noise came cautiously out, and to his 
surprise discovered the Chinaman. With 
promptness be made for him, and endeav- 
ored to grab his arm, when, with astonish- 
ing gymnastic powers, John bounded 
through the wicket and was well on his 
way to tho environs of Chinatown before 
Mr. McRoborts recovered from bis sur- 
prise. Rushing on to the street the 
watchman ran against Constable Miller 
and in a few words told him what had 
transpired. The two men made all haste 
and soon reached Yuen Lang's store, on 
Cormorant street, where the -Chinaman 
was seen to enter, and telling Mr. Mc- 
Roborts to remain there while he went 
fur an interpreter, Miller went out. He 
returned a moment later, and just as he 
did a Chinaman came from one of the 
back rooms. Mr. McRoborts identified 
him at once as the man, and Miller, put- 
ting tho irons on his wrists, marched him 
off to gaol. Yesterday several attempts 
wore made by Chinese merchants to hush 
tho matter up, but Postmaster Wallace 
did not encourage any advances on their 
part and the Chinaman, if found guilty, 
will probably be severely dealt with.

Further, it 
adjusted the difficulties respecting 
the use of the St. Lawrence and 
the Canadian canals, but the chief 
point, of interest to Canadians was 
its action in reference to the fisheries 
question. One of the clauses of the 
treaty provided for the meeting of the 
Halifax Commission, which sat as a tribu- 
nal to take evidence, and the result was, 
as everybody knows, the payment to 
Canada, by the United States, of four 
millions and a half dollars for the use of our 
fisheries. Usually the proceedings in con- 
nection with such a gathering as is to be 
held in Washington next month are open 
to thi' public, but those proceedings are 
of the most formal character, consisting 
merely of the interchange of protocols 
previously agreed upon by the represen- 
tatives of the two countries. The real 
negotiations go on in private —behind 
the scenes as it were - ami it will be the, 
aim of the enterprising Washington cor- j 
respondent to get behind those scenes to 
enlighten the public on the daily progress 
that is being made. Perhaps he will be 
able to give us full details.

Writs have been issued for Yarmouth 
and Dorchester. 

M. McKitu, ex-M. I'. P., has been ap- 
pointed Sheriff of Wellington. 

Martin Flynn, the betrayer of the late 
Minnie Mien, of Chelsea, has been ar- 
rested and will be tried under the Charl- 
ton act.

Rev. Emile Brun, Methodist clergy- 
man, has been received into the Catholic 
faith at Ottawa. 

Hon. Mr. Foster will present the his- 
torical side of the question from the Can- 
adian standpoint at the fishery conven- 
tion. 

It is rumored that the vacant senator- 
ship will be offered to Mr. John Macdon- 
ald, dry goods merchant, Toronto. 

Is is known that. Banker Forbes has 
left Toronto, with a large amount of 
ready cash and a diamond valued at 
82,800, deposited with him for safe-keep- 
ing. The exact deposits of money on hand 
are not yet known. 

The card system of cataloguing books 
will replace the ledger system in tho Par- 
liamentary library, as a result of tho visit 
of Librarian Griffin to the States. 

Ottawa Englishmen are organizing a 
branch of the Primrose league, the objects 
being to uphold the principles of Conser- 
vatism, throne and church, 

A twenty-eighl-year old man named 
Ritchie was suffocated during a lire in bis 
mother's house, Paisley. The loss on the 
house is 8-100. 

Benj Hagormen was found guilty at the 
Wolland assizes of embezzlement from 
IJowland, Jones it Co., of Toronto. It 
will bo remembered lie was arrested at 
San Francisco and extricated after a long 
tight. 

Mrs. Elizabeth Baker, ofjW'indsor, com- 
plained that Henry Corbet had committed 
an indecent assault on her. At the trial 
the evidence showed that Corbetl's as- 
sault consisted of kissing the woman 
twice. Magistrate Bartlet held that kis- 
sing did not constitute an assault as 
charged and discharged Corbett. 

Baruett, diamond broker, who abscond- 
ed leaving creditors of 5(50,000 at Toron- 
to, was arrested in Philadelphia at the in- 
stance of James Baxter, of Montreal, who 
had a claim of $3,500 against him. He 
disgorged all he had, about $3,000, and 
was released. 

A letter has been received by Mr. W. 
Smith, Deputy Minister of Marine, from 
J. II. Bergne, superintendent of the 
Treaty Department in the Foreign Otlice, 
informing him that, he will proceed to 
Washington with Mr. Chamberlain as see- 
rotary of the commission. 

A remarkable and daring feat was ac- 
complished at Ottawa when a courageous 
Frenchman threaded his way along tho 
edge of the Chaudiere Falls, passing safe- 
ly from shore lo shore. The man was 
Francis Potvin, who had worked in the 
various mills in the summer anil the shan- 
ties during the winter since he was a boy, 
and is now a splendid specimen of a 
French-Canadian shanty man. He made 
a wager with some friends in Hull that he 
could walk through the- big kettle. The 
wager was taken and the money, about 
§10 in amount, put up. Potvin, accom- 
panied by a number of friends, proceeded 
across the large table rocks on the Hull 
side of the Chaudiere Falls to the brink 
of the rock over which the water falls. 
Owing to the phenomenally low water in 
the river and the addition of the new dam 
to the former series of dams above the 
falls, only about four inches of water were 
passing over the falls, except in one place, 
near the Ontario shore, where the water 
was ton inches deep. Potvin, after put- 
ting on a pair of raftsmen's boots, well 
caulked, with the usual sharp nails in the 
soles, started to walk across the face of 
the falls. He proceeded very steadily 
until about three-quarters of the way 
across, when the current became very 
strong and the water deeper. Steadying 
himself, lie proceeded cautiously, care- 
fully planting tine fool on the rocks before 
lifting the other, and in a few minutes 
from the time he started climbed up ou a 
pier below Porley & Patteo's saw-mill. 
The feat was watched by a largo number 
of people, mostly men who were employed 
in the mills, as it was not generally known 
that Potvin intended to make the attempt, 
Notwithstanding the lownessof the water, 
tho feat, was a dangerous one. Had he 
missed his footing for a moment he would 
have been hurled into tho cauldron below, 
with no possible hope of escaping death.

When it is remembered the great loss 
of lives and property which annually take 
place among the fishermen on the Grand 
Banks of New Fomidland, George's and 
other places in Atlantic waters, and 
particularly during winter months, u 
will be a great boon to the lishormen of 
this Territory and Alaska as well as of 
British Columbia, if Mr. Swan's views 
shall be found correct. British Columbia 
is sandwitchod between Washington and 
Alaska, and the interests of the whole 
coasts are identical, A concert of action 
by the authorities, as suggested by Mr, 
Swan is fot the public good and .should bo 
BO considered and adopted. We think" it 
a compliment to Port Townsend t hat the 
authorities of the Canadian Pacitie, and 
the Premier of Brit ish Columbia flhuuld 
have selected one of our citizens to give 
thorn information about their own coun- 
try, and they have selected one who has 
undoubtedly given more attention to the 
questions alluded to than any othut 1 man 
on the northwest coast.
